RECORD IN BILLS PASSED 


H alf of State Government Affected by 
Reorganization Measure*. 
Chari* 
ties filet More. 


Pennsylvania's Legislature, 
which 
adjourned Thursday after having been 
in session with 
two 
intermissions 
since January 7, is the third 
in the 
present decade to extend into the last 
week of June and is notable because 
it ratified two 
amendments to 
the 
constitution of the United States, en­ 
acted a new charter for Philadelphia 
ami passed more bills for changes in 
the State government than any Gen­ 
eral Assembly since the adoption of 
the present constitution of the Com­ 
monwealth . 
It has also voted larger 
appropriations than ever known in the 
history of the State, the aggregate of 
the grants being more than $100,000,- 
000 and enacted laws necessary to put 
into effect improvement of the high­ 
ways system under $50,000,000 loan 
voted by the people of the State last 
November. 
The Amendment 
The 
Federal 
prohibition 
amend­ 
ment was ratified, 
the vote 
being 
decisive in either branch and the wo­ 
man suffrage amendment was ratified 
in the closing days. 
Almost half of the 
State govern­ 
ment is 
affected by 
reorganization 
measures. 
Among the 
departments 
are those of 
the Governor 
and the 
salary of the 
next Chief Executive 
will be $18,000; 
Secretary of 
the 
Commonwealth, 
banking, 
Adjutant 
General's, 
insurance, 
agriculture, 
highway, 
printing, 
forestry, 
com­ 
pensation 
and others. 
In addition, 
increases of salary 
for officials 
in 
charge of important work were voted. 
The Department of Internal 
Affairs 
was considerably 
enlarged ami new 
activities created, some bureaus being 
transferred from other brar hes. The 
legislative staff was also reorganized 
and a salary 
of $2,500 instead 
of 
$1,500 voted for men who will sit in 
succeeding Legislatures.
